'Pil(S Sanford 'Mnsrnttv for May HHh 
eontaiiis an article by Rev. Lyman 
Phelps on Ararun Tellurhin, the little 
insert or mite that is doiun so much 
damage this dry weather to ottrorange 
treCs. It is the saiucthat appeared 
in the spring of 1880, when the trees 
were weakened hy the great freeze. It 
f spins a well on the under side of the 
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leaves, and sucks the sap from them, 
so that they dry and fall oil. Plenty 
of water and moisture are fatal to it. 
hut failing rain it ’may he killed hy 
(•praying with carbolic acid, dissolved 
in tlie proportion of one pound of 
crystals to lifty gallons of water, or 
with crude hi-snlphate of soda, com 
.tabling considerable free sulphuric 
acid, one pound to ten gallons ot 
water. 'Pile latter solution .has also 
the advantage of being valmihte’"as a 
fel t ilizer^v hen it falls uptHe'Mic ground. 
Nitrate of soda,, one pound to live 
gallons of water, is also recommended. 
Mr. Phelps also incut ions seeing lately 
the chafer or nmcrinliir'y/tiM, a hug 
w hich sucks I he juice of orange and 
peach lea ves. They are heel les of an 
ashen yellow color. One quarter 
pound of arsenate of lime or Loudon 
purple, added to fifty gallons of either 
of above solutions will kill this laig 
also, hut as these last substances are 
very poisonous they must lie handled 
carefully. • 

SHALL WE HAVE A TRUST? 

Thk Orlando /fe/jorfer has lately 
given considerable space to setting 
torth *tlie advantages to la* derived 
fronia great orange trust, to la-organ¬ 
ized by capitalists for the purpose of 
handling the entire crop of Florida, 
and vve had the pleasure of-hearing 
the editor in a very a hie address before 
the 1 Horticultural Society at Orlando 
on the same subject. We are not so 
easily* seared hy popular' bugbears as 
some, and the mere name of a trust 
Iiils no terrors for ns, so that vve were 
able to listen to Mr. (tore with much 
interest, and to fully appreciate the 
many points he made in favor ot the 
proposed plan. There is just one 
quest ion, however, which the growers 
are asking about the monopoly plan, 
and that is. what is tiF prevent the 
trust, after it Was silenced the last 
doubter, by paying good prices fora 
few years, and has got control of flic 
business, from then forcing the grow 
ers to take such prices as it may 
choose to offer? The only answer so 
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•far given is that it is n free country. 
and if the grower does not like the 
price he can sell to some one else, as 
t here vv ill always he ot hers seeking to- 
sluii'c the profits of the business if they 
can gel a chance. This sit-ins to he 
begging the question, for the whole 
argument in favor of the trust is bused 
upon-its ability to kill all opposition. 
I'tdess it can do so it cannot live a 
year, and if it can do so, it can break 
down any attempt at private buying 
in i oinpct ition with it. Suppose even 
a tolerably large buyer gets a few ear 
Iduds started for New York. W hat is 
to prevent lhe trusl^running as many 
more as they like into New York at 
t lie slime t ime, and glutting the nun 
ket so that all hands will sell at a loss 
for a few days. The independent buy 
er would lie so badly hurt hy a few 
such losses that he Would have to 
give it up. npd his experience would 
deter others, while to tin* trust the 
loss would lien bagatelle, not worth 
talking ahoul. A lit tie ladling of the 
murket the next week vvoul 1 make it 
good, and after u few such displays of 
power l In' t rust-might snap its lingers 
at all talk of compel ition. Is not this 
what every such trust has to do in 
self-defence, and. is not l he defence gen 
erally a very effective one? The only 
elinnee for the growers would seem to 
lie to keep the management of the- 
trust in their own hands, and the 
nearest approach to that which has 
yet been suggested is for them to take 
st <u k iu t he Fruit Fxehauge or some 
similar organization, elect their own 
malingers, and share in dividends 
whatever protits‘may* la* made. 

The sugar trust pays 10 per cent, 
div idends on its capital of *50.000,- 
OOO, of wjlieh *32,000.000 is water. 
In other words, it pays nearly 30 jier 
rent. on its real investment, and the 
recent advances w ill probably enable 
it to pay more.. _ The statesman who 
w ill find some met hod ot breaking up 
these nefarious coiiihinul ions will 
receive t he grateful romiueildut ion of 
consumers every where.
